In this ftreight, His Maj jeſty ( who 


in-lefler difficulties had frequent recourſe

This( Rough anuſual)y was done by the 
Adviceof His Privy Council; Publick 
Neceſlity and Exigencies allowing, or 
at leaſt diſpenſing with many things, 
which (cxceptin ſuch caſes ) were not to 
be allowed or diſpenſed withall. 

| Before that 25h day of Fuly, there 
was a proſpect, and daily expeRtation, 
and ( within three days following ) an 
aſſurance of a Peace concluded with, 
and Ratified by our Three Potent Ad- 
yerlaries. 

The Storm which threatned us being 
thus blown over p and ſucceeded by ſo 
great a Serenity, , it was raiſed as a Doubt 


by grave and wiſe men, VVhether or no, 
the Neceſſities and Difficulties which
